HUNGARY—LEST WE FORGET! 


“Budapest is no longer merely the name of a cil 
forth it is a new and shining symbol of man’s yearn 
be free.” So Presi 
mains. Budapest is the symbol that freedom, no matter how 
cruelly slain or deeply buried, will rise again 

But in the languorous air of a belated spring, amid talk 
of baseball and trout fishing, it is easy to forget almost any- 
thing, particularly a painful thing. Few things are more 
painful to free men than the memory of Budapest, where 
men who were willing to die for freedom were allowed to go 
unaided to their doom. 

It is painful because their blood watered the tree of our 
liberties, because we can never fully repay this sacrifice— 
the martyrdom of a whole nation, a whole people. “If we 
cannot repay it,” we were saying a few months ago, “‘at least 
we will never forget.” On the hills of Budapest this spring 
the mass graves are still raw wounds, not yet green with grass. 
The boots of the conqueror still thud above them, and trai- 
tors defile the land the martyrs briefly liberated. Yet the world 
shows signs of forgetting them alread: 

Only a few months ago the halls of the U.N. were 
with the horror and anger of an aroused mankind. With a 
unanimity seldom achieved on anything before, this organ- 
ized conscience of the world cried for an end to the infamy, 
ordered an investigation on the scene, demanded Soviet with- 
drawal, called for free elections in Hungary. None of this took 
place. All of it has been ignored. The anger has subsided. 
Nothing is being planned, nothing is being done. 

Many Americans blame the United ns for this inac- 
tion. But Americans will not have the right to blame the 


UN. until they do everything in their own power to help the 
Hungarians, A few months ago, when a nationwide surge of 
sympathy went out to the refugees, President Eisenhower 
responded to it. 

He punched enough escape holes in the MeCarran-Walter 
Act's red tape to bring 32,000 Hungarians here by planeload 
and shipload—26,000 of them outside the legal quotas. Au- 
thorizing their entry as temporary “parolees,” he promised 
measures to give them regular status later—sure that he 
spoke the nation’s will. So far Congress has failed to fulfill 
that promise. Moreover, although 38,000 stranded Hungarian 
refugees are stil] languishing in Austria and 16,000 more in 
Yugoslavia, in mounting hopelessness and desperation, the 
pressure grows in Congress to halt the movement entirely. 
Thus there is an attempt to sweep the bitter memory of 
Hungary beneath the rug and to have the U.S. abandon the 
strongest weapon it has—short of real weapons—to help all 
those who are willing to fight for liberation: the promise of 
safe haven. 

Here, then, is the immediate job Americans can do: inform 
their congressmen that these Hungarians must not be aban- 
doned, that we must stop this shabby betrayal of the brave 
people who dealt Communism a most grievous wound, that 
our immigration laws must help liberation struggles instead 
of hindering them. When we have done this, and only then, 
we demand that the U.N. do more, Our hands will then 
be clean to lead the U.N. in the things which ought at least 
to be attempted—to expel the Kadar delegates for contempt, 
to bring sanctions against the Soviets, to set up a U.N. poli 
force ready to act in new emergencies. 


RUSSIA’S BIG DEPRESSION 
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Depressions, as Marx laid it down long ago, are the marks of 
a sick society about to destroy itself. Depressions are those 
terrible things that happen when people don’t get enough to 
eat or wear, and the exploiting class cuts the workers’ pay. 
‘These signs are all showing up in the Soviet Union. 

As for getting enough to eat and wear, the shortages— 
even Pravda admits—are becoming scandalou: “In the stores 
of Ulan-Ude,” Pravda wrote last year, “it is very difficult 
to find bread, flour, meat, butter, vegetables, sugar, gasoline 
or footwear... . In the drugstores there is a shortage of 
the most common medicines.” Added Soviet Latvia: “In 
Kaunas, which has a glass factory, it i 
glasses and other glassware.” Wrote So’ 
kutsk, one has to stand in line at least half an hour in order 
to buy a glass of seltzer water or a portion of ice cream.” 
Said the Soviet Water Transport: “In the stores of the 
Tyumensk district it is impossible to obtain milk or meat 
products. There is nothing but vodka and shoe polish.” 

All this is disturbing enough for the Almost Perfect State. 
But now comes that sinister thing which good workingmen 
fear most of all—the pay cut. Nick Khrushchev, boss man 
of the exploiting class, announced the biggest pay cut in 
world history, a cool $26 billion. This money had already 
been deducted from their wages—for as long as 35 years, in 
amounts varying from two weeks’ to a month’s pay e: 
But in return they had got Soviet savings bonds, which were 
supposed to pay 4% and be redeemed after 20 ye 

More and more of these bonds have been coming due for 
redemption in recent years. Now Khrushchev announces that 
no interest will be paid and that redemption will be “post- 
poned” for 20 years. Millions of those affected will never live 


to see the pie-in-the-sky promised for 1978, The question 
of whether it will ever be paid is irrelevant—like a gambler, 
a gov nent can only welch once on its debts in order to 
damage its credit forever. (The ruble fell 30% in the world’s 
gray markets on the news.) 

The capitalist world, said Khrushchev, will never be able 
to understand this sort of deal. Americans won’t find it hard 
to understand. If their boss did it, they would say he was a 
scoundrel. If it happened to a business, they would say it 
was bankrupt. If it happened to the U.S. government, the 
millions of Americans now owning $57 billion worth of sav- 
ings bonds would start marching on Washington. They would 
also start hoarding everything from false teeth to salt. 

We don’t conclude that Russia is falling apart. One reason 
it has to cheat the people even more than customarily i is be- 
cause it is boosting its spending on arms and is continuing 
to favor heavy industry over any breaks for the poor con- 
sumer. Consumer goods are already so scarce that had these 
bonds been paid (a managed state could have paid them by 
jiggling the currency), the buying power would have chased 
them even further out of reach. 

Plainly, the mess in Moscow is even worse than anybody 
thought. Khrushchev’s other new move, to try to decentralize 
the top-heavy Communist central bureaucracy, indicates the 
machinery is beginning to jam—i.e., it doesn’t work. Evi- 
dently the Soviet, trying at one and the same time to subyert 
the world while industrializing China and keeping the lid 
on a satellite volcano, has taken on more than it can han- 
dle—which is good news for us but does not mean we can 
take it easy in doing everything possible to exploit the mount- 
ing contradictions of Communism.

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CENTURY 


OF WARS 


by SIR WINSTON CHURCHILL 


AN AGE OF WAR plagued the English-speaking peoples in 
the 18th and early 19th centuries. The third volume of Sir 
Winston’s History, which describes the dramatic events in 
America during this period (Lire, April 15 and 22), also pre- 
sents vivid portraits of the great figures who ruled England’s 
destiny in this time of crisis. Although England lost her Ameri- 
can colonies through revolution, her armies and navies were 
eminently successful in other parts of the world, and from 
these struggles and victories emerged the foundations of the 
British Empire. 

That England not only survived but triumphed in this age 
was due in large measure to the greatness of her leaders, in 
Parliament, on the battlefield and on the seas. In this instal- 
ment Sir Winston portrays these leaders in their greatest mo- 
ments when, through courage and ingenuity and determination,

| tained against such an opponent as 

the Duke of Marlborough. In robust 

mood in the spring of 1706 he authorized 
Marshal Villeroy to seek a battle at the 
beginning of the campaign, and furnished 
him with the best-equipped army of France, 
all clothed in new uniforms and in perfect 
wrder. On May 18 Marlborough’s Intelli- 
gence Service reported heavy French as- 
semblings on the left bank of the Dyle River 
in Belgium, and on the 19th news arrived 
that the French army had crossed the Dyle 
and advanced to within four miles of Tirle- 
mont. The whole region was familiar to 
both sides, and had long been regarded as a 
possible ground of great battle. It was one 
of the most thoroughly comprehended ter- 
rains in Europe. Marlborough, summon- 
ing the Danish horse, who had hitherto 
been held back because they had not been 
paid, marched to meet Marshal Villeroy. 

At dawn on May 23 the two armies were in presence near the 
village of Ramillies. Marlborough, having deployed, about noon 
began a heavy but feigned attack upon the French right with the 
British troops. Availing himself of the undulations of the ground, 
he hurled the whole mass of the Dutch, British and Danish cav- 
alry, over 25,000 strong, upon the French horse between the vil- 
lages of Taviers and Ramillies. Here stood the finest cavalry of 
France, including the famous Household troops. 

Casting aside his veil of secrecy and maneuver, Marlborough 
exclaimed, ‘‘I have five horses to two.” 

Actually he had first a superiority pf four horses to three and 
finally five to three. But it was enough. After furious fighting, in 
which forty thousand horsemen were engaged, Marlborough broke 
the French line, drove their right from the field, and compromised 
their center. Forgetting his duty as Commander in Chief, he charged 
into the cavalry battle, sword in hand. He was unhorsed and ridden 
over by the enemy. 

His equerry, Colonel Bingfield, while helping him to mount a 
second charger, had his head carried off by a cannon ball which 


IS XIV had convinced himself that 
a defensive war could not be main- 
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they left their indelible marks on the history of their country. 

The first of these great leaders was Sir Winston's ancestor, 
John Churchill, Duke of Marlborough. As the 18th Century 
began, the French monarch Louis XIV threatened to overrun 
Europe. The allied armies of England, Holland, Denmark and 
Prussia ranged themselves against the vast might of France, 
and at their head as commander in chief was Marlborough. 
Taking command in 1702, Marlborough, in Sir Winston’s 
words, *‘strode forward against tremendous odds upon ten 
years of unbroken victory.”” Perhaps his finest moments came 
at the Battle of Ramillies in 1706 and in the campaign of 1711, 
which are described below. 

Transitional paragraphs have been prepared to serve as 
bridges between passages of the History. These transitions are 
indented from Sir Winston's text, which now begins. 


passed close to Marlborough’s leg as he 
threw it over the saddle. But the Duke soon 
resumed his full control of the tremen- 
dous event. 

His main infantry attack now broke 
upon the village of Ramillies, while his vic- 
torious cavalry, forming at right angles to 
the original front, swept along the whole 
rear of the French line. All the Allied 
troops now advanced, and the French army 
fled from the field in utter ruin. 

In this masterpiece of war, fought be- 
tween two armies almost exactly equal in 
strength and quality, the military genius 
of the English General, with a loss of less 
than five thousand men, destroyed and de- 
feated his opponents with great slaughter 
and thousands of captives. Night shielded 
the fugitives, but Jess than a quarter of 
them escaped, and all their cannon were 
abandoned on the field. 

The consequences of Ramillies were 
spectacular. In eflect, the Battle of Ramil- 
lies conquered Belgium. Fortresses, the capture of any one of which 
would have rewarded the efforts of a long campaign, fell by the 
dozen. Antwerp and Brussels surrendered. 


GHS, John and Sarah,

FINAL VICTORY over France eluded the allies despite 
the triumphs of Marlborough. In the summer of 1711 
he conducted his last and perhaps his most brilliant 
campaign. During the winter the French Marshal Vil- 
lars had constructed great defensive works in northern 
France which he proudly called the ‘‘Ne Plus Ultra” 
lines. There he planted his army and awaited attack. 
Marlborough’s task was to crack these lines or, by 
trickery, to get around them. 


'HE great armies formed against each other and the lines of 
battle were drawn. Everyone expected an onslaught. The Allied 
generals were deeply distressed. They thought that Marlborough 
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would lead them to an appalling slaughter. On August 4 the Duke 
in person conducted a reconnaissance along the whole of Villars 
front. He allowed large numbers of officers to accompany him. He 
marked the places where he would plant his batteries and pointed 
to the positions he would assault. Only his immense prestige pre- 
vented outspoken protests, and many observers condemned the 
openness with which he spoke of his plans for battle. 

‘That night Villars was filled with hope. He had summoned every 
single battalion and battery on which he could lay his hands from 
all other parts of his lines. Marlborough’s soldiers had blind faith 
in a leader who had never led them wrong. But the high command 
was full of aches and fears. They did not notice that the English 
General Cadogan had silently slipped away from the great recon- 
naissance, They wondered at the absence of their artillery. 

At length tattoo beat and darkness fell. Orders came to strike 
tents and stand to arms. Soon staff officers arrived to guide the 
columns, and in less than half an hour the whole Allied army 
was on the march to the left. All through the moonlit night they 
marched eastward. The march was pressed with severity; only the 
briefest halts were allowed. But a sense of excitement filled the 
troops. It was not after all to be a bloody battle. The ‘‘Old Cor- 
poral” was up to something of his own. Before five o’clock on the 
morning of the Sth they reached the Scarpe River, near Vitry. Here 
the Army found a series of pontoon bridges already laid, and as 
the light grew they saw the long columns of their artillery now 
marching with them. 

At daybreak Marlborough, riding in the van at the head of fifty 
squadrons, met a horseman who galloped up from Cadogan. He 
bore the news that Cadogan and the Prussian General Hompesch, 
with twenty-two battalions and twenty squadrons, had crossed the 
causeway at Arleux at 3 a.m. and were in actual possession of the 
enemy’s lines. 

Marlborough now sent his aides-de-camp and staff officers down 
the whole length of the marching columns with orders to explain 
to the officers and soldiers of every regiment what he was doing 
and what had happened, and to tell them that all now depend- 
ed upon their marching qualities. “My Lord 
Duke wishes the infantry to step out.” As the 
light broadened and the day advanced, the 
troops could see upon their right, across the 
marshes and streams of the Sensée River, that 
the French were moving parallel to them with- 
in half cannon-shot. But they also saw that 
the head of the French horse was only abreast 
of the Allied foot. During August 5 the bulk 
of the Allied army had crossed the Sensée 
and was drawing up inside the enemy’s lines. 
thousands of exhausted soldiers had fallen by 
the way, and large nuribers died in the pas- 
sion of their effort. 

In the result Marlborough formed a front 
beyond the lines, which Villars was unable 
to attack. There was, and is, a controversy 
whether Marlborough should not have at- 
tacked himself. But instead of forcing a battle 
he moved rapidly to his left and cast his siege- 
grip on the fortress of Bouchain. 

The forcing of the “Ne Plus Ultra” lines 
and the siege and capture of Bouchain were 
judged by Europe to be outstanding mani- 
festations of the military art. Villars, with an 
army equal to Marlborough’s whole strength, 
strove vehemently to interrupt the operation. 

Marlborough, having obtained six thou- 
sand workmen from Flanders and Brabant, 
constructed lines of circumvallation around 
the whole of Bouchain. He personally con- 
ducted the siege and commanded the cover- 
ing army. At all hours of the day and night 
he moved about the astonishing labyrinth 
which he had created, while he strangled Bou- 
chain. The siege train arrived on August 21, 
and the batteries began to fire on the 30th.

While Marlborough bombarded Bouchain, Villars bombarded 
him. It was a siege within a siege, with the constant possibility of 
a battle at adverse odds to the besiegers. There is no finer example 
of Marlborough’s skill. Bouchain capitulated at the beginning of 
September. A hostile army as large as his own watched its powerful 
garrison marched out as prisoners of war. The Duke still wished 
to continue the campaign and he besieged Quesnoy. The physical 
forces were not lacking, but all the leaders were now morally worn 
out. The armies went into winter quarters and Marlborough re- 
turned home. For ten years he had led the armies of the Grand 
Alliance, and during ail that period he never fought a battle he 
did not win or besieged a town he did not take. Nothing like this 
exists in the annals of war. 


THE ELDER PITT 


SUCCESS IN WAR was confirmed by the Treaty of 
Utrecht in 1713 in which France agreed to return cer- 
tain fortresses to the Dutch and cede New World ter- 
ritories to England. Louis XIV died two years later, 
and Europe subsided into 40 years of uneasy peace. 
In England this period was marked by corruption in 
government and unhealthy financial speculation under 
the squalid sovereignty of the Hanoverian kings, George 
I and II. But it was also a period of commercial and 
colonial expansion, and throughout the world the in- 
terests of England ran counter to those of France. In 
1756 war came again, and with it came the great prime 
minister, William Pitt. 


HEN Pitt first joined the Ministry as Secretary of State in 
November 1756, Frederick the Great declared, ‘England has 
long been in labor, but at last she has brought forth a man.” 
Nothing like it had been seen since Marlborough. From his of- 
fice in Cleveland Row, Pitt designed and won 
a war which extended from India in the East 
to America in the West. The whole struggle 
depended upon the energies of this one man? 
He gathered all power, financial, administra- 
tive, and military, into his own hands. He 
could work with no one as an equal. His posi- 
tion depended entirely on success in the field. 
His political enemies were numerous. He 
would tolerate no interference or even advice 
from his colleagues in the Cabinet; he made 
No attempt either to consult or to conciliate. 
But in the execution of his military plans Pitt 
had a sure eye for choosing the right man. He 
broke incompetent generals and admirals and 
replaced them with younger men upon whom 
he could rely. Thus he achieved victory. 

Pitt did not confine himself to a single field 
of operations. By taking the initiative in ev- 
ery quarter of the globe Britain prevented 
the French from concentrating their forces, 
confused their plan of campaign, and forced 
them to dissipate their strength. Pitt realized 
that a purely naval and colonial war could 
yield no final decision. Unless France were 
beaten in Europe as well as in the New World 
and in the East she would rise again, Both in 
North. America and in Europe she was in the 
ascendant. At sea she was a formidable ene- 
my. In India it seemed that if ever a European 
power established itself on the ruins of the 
Mogul Empire its banner would be the lilies 
and not the cross of St. George. War with 
France would be a world war—the first in 
history; and the price would be something 
more than a rearrangement of frontiers and a 
redistribution of fortresses and sugar islands.

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Whether Pitt possessed the strategic eye, 
whether the expeditions he launched were 
part of a considered combination, may be 
questioned. His policy was a projection 
onto a vast screen of his own personality. 
He had made his way to the foremost place 
in Parliament, and now at last fortune, 
courage, and the confidence of his coun- 
trymen had given a stage on which his 
gifts could be displayed and his foibles 
indulged. To call into life and action the 
depressed and languid spirit of England; 
to weld all her resources of wealth and 
manhood into a single instrument of war 
which should be felt from the. Danube to 
the Mississippi;to humblethe houseof Bour- 
bon, to make the Union Jack supreme in 
every ocean, to conquer, to command, and 
never to count the cost, whether in blood 
or gold—this was the spirit of Pitt, and 
this spirit he infused into every rank of his 
countrymen, admirals and powder mon- 
keys, great merchants and little shopkeep- 
ers; into the youngest officer of the line, 
who felt that with Pitt in command fail- 
ure might be forgiven but hesitation never. 

To the people at large he was the **Great Commoner.” This 
lonely, dictatorial man had caught their imagination. He had bro- 
ken through the narrow circle of aristocratic politics, and his force 
and eloquence gained him their support. 

William Pitt ranks with Marlborough as the greatest Englishman 
in the century between 1689 and 1789. “It is a considerable fact 
in the history of the world,” wrote Carlyle, *‘that he was for four 
years King of England.” He was not the first English statesman to 
think of a world policy. But he is the first great figure of British 
Imperialism. 


CLIVE OF INDIA 


THE CAPTURE OF INDIA was one of England's most 
profitable achievements in the Seven Years’ War. For 
years England and France had vied for commercial 
Supremacy in this wealthy but politically impoverished 
country. As early as 1740 the feudal Indian political 
structure had collapsed completely. Indian princes 
warred with one another, and the British and French 
trading companies realized that only by bringing order 
to India would their own interests be safe. Inevitably 
each tried to impose its own system of order, and the 
result was war. 

The vicious ruler of Bengal, Surajah Dowlah, at first 
swung the balance toward the French. In 1756, at the 
beginning of the Seven Years’ War, he captured the 
British garrison at Calcutta and cruelly penned 146 sur- 
vivors in the 20-foot square **Black Hole.” Only 23 lived 
through the night. To avenge the cruelties of Surajah 
Dowlah and to win India, England had only a small 
army, but at its head was Robert Clive. 


LIVE was the son of a small squire,and his boyhood had been 

variegated and unpromising. He had attended no fewer than 
four schools and been unsuccessful at all. In his Shropshire market 
town he had organized and led a gang of adolescent ruffians who 
extorted pennies and apples from tradesmen in return for not 
breaking their windows. At the age of eighteen he was sent abroad 
as a junior clerk in the East India Company at a salary of five 
pounds a year and forty pounds expenses. He was a difficult and 
unpromising subordinate. He detested the routine and the atmos- 
phere of the countinghouse. Twice, it is said, he attempted suicide, 
and twice the pistol misfired. Not until he had obtained a military 
commission and served some years in the armed forces of the East 
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ELDER PITT was a target of caricaturists 
because of his elongated body and tiny head. 


India Company did he reveal a military 
genius unequaled in the British history 
of India. 

In January 1757, with nine hundred Eu- 
ropean and fifteen hundred Indian soldiers, 
Clive recaptured Calcutta and repulsed 
Surajah Dowlah’s army of forty thousand 
men, The war with France now compelled 
him to retreat, but only long enough for 
him to attack the city of Chandernagore, 
which he dared not leave in French hands, 
before hastening back to the British center 
of Madras. 

Then fortune came to Clive’s aid. Sura- 
jah Dowlah’s cruelty was too much, even 
for his own people. A group of courtiers 
resolved to depose him and place a new 
ruler, Mir Jafar, on the throne, Clive agreed 
to help. On June 23, 1757, his army having 
grown to three thousand men, of whom 
less than a third were British, he met Sura- 
jah Dowlah at Plassey. 

Clive was outnumbered seventeen to 
one; the Hoogly River, now in flood be- 
hind him, forbade retreat; the enemy gath- 
ered in a semicircle on the open plain. 
Clive disposed his force along the edge of a mango grove and 
awaited the onslaught. Battle there was none. Nevertheless it was 
a trial of strength on which the fortunes of India turned. For four 
hours there was a cannonade. Then Surajah Dowlah, sensing 
treachery in his own camp, and listening to the counsel of those 
plotting to betray him, ordered a withdrawal. Clive had resolved 
to let him go and make a night attack later on, but a junior officer 
advanced against orders, It became impossible to check the pursuit. 
The enemy dispersed in panic, and a few days later Surajah Dowlah 
was murdered by Mir Jafar’s son. For the loss of thirty-six men 
Clive had become the master of Bengal and the victor of Plassey. 

Much however still remained to be accomplished. Mir Jafar, who 
had taken no part in the so-called battle, was placed on the throne, 
but the province swarmed with Moslem fighting men from the 
north and was fertile in pretenders. The neighboring state of Oudh 
was hostile; the French were still active; and even the Dutch 
showed signs of interfering. Clive beat the lot. If the English would 
not rule the country themselves, they must ensure that a friendly 
local potentate did so. Indirect control was the order of the day. 

When Clive sailed to England in February 1760 Britain was the 
only power left in India, He had now accumulated a fortune of a 
quarter of a million pounds. He bought his way into Parliament, as 
was the custom of the time, and was created an Irish peer. 


AS GOVERNOR-GENERAL for the East India Com- 
pany, Clive was sent back to India in 1765 to clean up 
the corruption and bad government that the company 
had permitted to arise. Because Clive made reforms dic- 
tatorially and because there was reason to believe that 
his own fortune had been gained through corrupt deal- 
ings with Indian princes, his enemies at home were deter- 
mined to cast him down. 


'N January 1767 Clive returned to England. The British public 

were critical and ill-informed. He was assailed in the House of 
Commons. He defended himself in an eloquent speech. He pointed 
out that by his exertions the Directors of the East India Company 
“had acquired an Empire more extensive than any Kingdom in 
Europe. They had acquired a revenue of four millions sterling and 
trade in proportion.”

THE GREAT LEADERS 


‘The 18th Century was an age of shameful 
corruption in Parliament. Bribery was cus- 
tomary. Aristocratic party leaders like Sir 
Robert Walpole maintained a tight, cyni- 
cal control over their indifferent followers. 
Representation was a joke. Boroughs with 
a population of less than a dozen citizens 
could elect a member of Parliament, and 
the seats of such boroughs were often for 
sale to the highest bidder.

THE CLASH 


The two men who matched their skills and their armies at the 
Battle of Waterloo had been enemy generals for 12 years but 
had never faced each other in battle. Behind Napoleon lay the 
experience of 19 years as commander of all the armies of France 
and such massive military triumphs as Austerlitz, Jena and Fried- 
land. Although the strength of his armies in June 1815 was not 
what it had been in the victorious years before his invasion of Rus- 
sia, Napoleon Bonaparte was historically justified in the supreme 
self-confidence with which he marched on Waterloo. 

Arthur Wellesley, Duke of Wellington, had become a general at 
the turn of the century in India, where he helped his older brother 
put down native uprisings. An aristocrat by birth and by inclina- 
tion, he was knighted for his military services, served in Parliament 
and then returned to war in 1808. First organizing and training a 
Portuguese army to revolt against Napoleon, he later took com- 
mand of all allied armies in Portugal and Spain for the Peninsular 
War. This war, England’s only continental venture against the 
French before 1815, offered little opportunity for major battles. 
But it was during these years from 1808 to 1814 that Wellesle: 
learned the science of maneuver and the arts of high comt id. As 


a field general, he always maintained personal control of the action,

In 1813 he finally drove the French out of Spain, crossed the 
Pyrenees and helped force Napoleon to abdicate. Full of honors he 
entered a civil career—only to be called back to command when 
Napoleon escaped from Elba and again set fire to Europe. Wel- 
lington had more than his skill to recommend him for this great 
campaign: he was the only general of wide European reputation 
who had not been defeated by the armies of Napoleon. 

Wellington did not underrate his opponent, whom he referre: 
to as **Boney.” “‘His presence on the field,” the duke once said, 
‘made the difference of 40,000 men.” On the other hand he was 
convinced that final victory over Napoleon was inevitable. ‘+I was 
never a believer in him,” he said in later years, ‘‘and I alw 
thought that in the long run we should overturn him. 

What Napoleon thought of his great enemy after Waterloo is 
not known, for throughout his years of exile at St. Helena he was 
notably silent on the subject. Only in Napoleon’s will was his ran- 
cor at defeat revealed. Leaving some money to a man who had 
been acquitted by a French court of attempting to assassinate 
Wellington, Napoleon referred to his opponent as “that oligarch,

About the gains which he himself had made he exclaimed in a 
celebrated passage, **Am I not rather deserving of praise for the 
moderation which marked my proceedings? Consider the situation 
in which the victory at Plassey had placed me! A great prince was 
dependent on my pleasure; an opulent city lay at my mercy; its 
richest bankers bid against each other for my smiles; | walked 
through vaults which were thrown open to me alone, piled on 
either hand with gold and jewels! Mr. Chairman, at this moment 
I stand astonished at my own moderation!” 

The House of Commons unanimously passed a resolution that 
“Robert Lord Clive rendered great and meritorious services to this 
country.” The vehement spirit who was the subject of this motion 
was not appeased. A few years later he died by his own hand. 


THE YOUNGER PITT 


UNHAPPY TIMES plagued England after William Pitt 
was forced out of office in 1761 by the new king, George 
IL, George wanted to rule his country without inter- 
ference from such an independent minister as Pitt. For 
two decades, marked by the loss of the American colo- 
nies and failing prestige among nations, England was 
governed by inferior ministers and a stubborn sovereign. 
But by 1783 even George III could see that fumbling 
leadership, political corruption and party squabbles had 
brought the country to the edge of ruin. Looking for a 
new leader, he for once chose wisely: a 24-year-old man 
with an honorable reputation and a famous name, Wil- 
liam Pitt, the son of the former prime minister. 


'HE elections which carried the younger Pitt into power were the 

most carefully planned of the century. There has been a legend 
that a great wave of popular reaction against the personal govern- 
ment of George III brought him into office. In fact it George 
himself who turned to Pitt, and the whole electoral machinery built 
up by the King’s agents was put at the disposal of the young pol- 
itician. The ensuing elections created a majority which William 
Pitt preserved into the next century. 

This majority rested on a number of elements—Pitt’s personal 
following; the ‘*Party of the Crown,” put at his disposal by 
George III; the independent country 
gentlemen; the East India interest, 
alienated by attempts to curb their 
political power; and the Scottish 
Members, marshaled by Pitt's friend, 
Henry Dundas. Here was a rank and 
file which represented a broad basis 
of popular favor. With all the re- 
nown of his father’s name behind him, 
this grave, precocious young man, 
eloquent, incorruptible, and hard- 
working, stood upon the uplands of 
power. 

The greatest orators of the age, Fox 
and Burke, were Pitt's opponents. 
They dwelt eloquently on the broad 
themes of reform. Yet it was Pitt, aided 
by his friend Dundas, who in a quiet, 
businesslike way reconstructed the 
practical policies of the nation. The 
variety of his following however lim- 
ited the scope of his work. A multi- 
tude of interests stifled his early hopes. 
His supporters were stubborn, jeal- 
ous, and at times rebellious. They 
frustrated his attempts to reform the 
Irish Government, now imperative

since the loss of the Am=rican colonies. In April 1785 the King and 
the borough members extinguished another of Pitt’s hopes, a meas- 
ure of Parliamentary reform. 

Thus from the outset Pitt was overcome by the dead hand of 
cightcenth-century politics..He failed to abolish the slave trade. He 
failed to make a settlement in Ireland. He failed to make Parliament 
more representative of the nation, and his one achievement in these 
early months was an India Act which increased rather than limited 
the opportunities for political corruption. He saw quite clearly the 
need and justification for reform, but preferred always to compro- 
mise with ihe forces of resistance. 

It was in the most practical and most urgent problem, the order- 
ing and reconstruction of the finances of the nation, that Pitt 
achieved his best work, and created that Treasury tradition of wise, 
incorruptible managemen: which still prevails. He was the first 
English statesman to beli.ve in Free Trade, and for a while his 
Tory followers accepted it. The antiquated and involved system of 
customs barriers was now for the first time systematically revised. 
There were sixty-eight diiferent kinds of customs duties, and some 
articles were subject to many separate and cumulative imposts. A 
pound of nutmegs paid, or ought to have paid, nine different 
duties. In 1784 and 1785 Pitt was able to bring a degree of order 
into this chaos, and the first visible effect of his wide-ranging re- 
vision of tariffs was a considerable drop in smuggling. 

Further reform consolidated the revenue. It is to Pitt that we owe 
the modern machinery of the “Budget.” By gathering around him 
able officials he reorganized the collection and disbursement of the 
revenue. The state of the national finances was lamentable. At the 
end of 1783 over forty million pounds which had been voted by 
Parliament for war purposes had not been accounted for. Govern- 
ment credit was low, the Ministry was distrusted. The National 
Debt stood at two hundred and fifty million pounds. Pitt resolved 
to acquire a surplus in the revenue and apply it to the reduction 
of this swollen burden. 

The hope of further reconstruction and improvement was shat- 
tered by war and revolution upon the European scene. For Pitt 
it was a personal tragedy. His genius lay essentially in business 
management; his greatest memorials are his financial statements. 
He was most at home in the world of figures. His mind had set 
and developed at an unduly early age, without, as Coleridge said, 
“‘the ungainliness or the promise of a growing intellect.” He found 
human contacts difficult, and his succession to power cut him off 
from other men. From 1784 until 1800 he moved exclusively be- 
tween the narrow world of political London and his house at 
Putney. He knew nothing of the lives of his countrymen outside 
the limited area of the Metropolis. Even amid the fellowship of the 
House of Commons and the political 
clubs he stood aloof. 

Fullyaware of the economicchanges 
in eighteenth-century England, Pitt 
was less sensitive to signs of political 
disturbance abroad. He believed firm- 
ly in nonintervention, and the break- 
up of the Old Regime in France left 
him unimpressed. He watched with 
quiet malice the quarrel on this issue 
between his leading Parliamentary op- 
ponents, Fox and Burke. His interests 
lay elsewhere. If the French chose to 
revolt against their rulers it was their 
own affair. The First Minister was 
deaf to the zealous campaign of the 
Whig Opposition in favor of the 
French revolutionaries, and ignored 
the warnings of Burke and others 
who believed that the principles of 
monarchy and indeed of civilized so- 
ciety were endangered by the roar of 
events across the Channel. 

It is remarkable to witness the 
peaceful triteness of English politics, 
operating almost as if in a vacuum, 
during the years 1789 to 1793, when

the terrible and world-shaking upheavals in Paris and in the 
provinces of France convulsed men’s minds, Pitt was determined 
to stand clear of the impending European conflict. He was con- 
vinced that if the French revolutionaries were left alone to put 
their house in order, England could avoid being dragged into 
war. He maintained an even course of neutrality, and with char- 
acteristic obstinacy held to it for over three tumultuous years, 


LORD NELSON 


PITT’S NEUTRALITY could not stand against the 
events in France. When the armies of the French 
Revolution invaded the Netherlands in 1793, England 
was dragged into a war that was to last more than 20 
years. The initial efforts were feeble. In the aftermath 
of the Revolution Englishmen watched in dismay as 
both military strength and political power settled into 
the grasping hands of Napoleon Bonaparte. By 1805 
Napoleon had all but overrun Europe and assembled 
a vast army of more than 90,000 picked troops for 
the invasion of the final enemy, England. All he 
needed was the support of the French fleet, now in the 
Spanish port of Cadiz, to carry him across the Chan- 
nel. All that stood in his way was a one-armed ad- 
miral, Horatio Nelson, who would meet the French 
off'a Spanish cape called Trafalgar. 


FF the coast of Spain Nelson organized his ships into 

blockading squadrons. His energy and inspiration roused 
the spirit of his captains to the highest pitch. To them he out- 
lined a new and daring plan of battle. He intended to ignore the 
Admiralty’s “‘Fighting Instructions.” To gain a decisive victory, 
he was resolved to abandon the old formal line of battle, run- 
ning parallel to the enemy’s fleet. He would break the French 
line when it came out of port, by sailing at right angles boldly 
into it with two main divisions. While the enemy van was thus 
cut off and out of touch, his center and rear would be destroyed. 
After his conference with his captains Nelson wrote, ‘‘All ap- 
proved. It was new, it was singular, it was simple. It must suc- 
ceed.” In a mood of intense exhilaration the fleet prepared for 
the ordeal ahead. 

On the morning of October 19 a frigate signaled to Nel- 
son’s flagship, ‘‘Enemy has their topsail yards hoisted,” and 
sometime later, “‘Enemy ships are coming out of port.” On 
receiving these messages Nelson led his fleet to the southeast 
to cut off the enemy from the Straits of Gibraltar and force 
them to fight in the open sea. At daybreak on the 2Ist he

saw from the quarterdeck of the Victory the battle line of the 
enemy, consisting of an advance squadron of twelve Spanish 
ships under Admiral Gravina and twenty-one French ships of 
the line under Villenueve. 

Nelson pressed on with every sail set. The clumsy seaman- 
ship of his men convinced Villenueve that flight was impossible, 
and he hove to in a long sagging line to await Nelson’s attack. 
The English admiral turned to one of his officers. ‘‘They have 
put a good face on it, but | will give them such a dressing as 
they have never had before.” 

Nelson signaled to Collingwood, who was at the head of the 
southern column in the Royal Sovereign, ‘‘l intend to pass 
through the van of the enemy's line, to prevent him getting 
into Cadiz.” Nelson went down to his cabin to compose a 
prayer. “‘May the Great God whom | worship grant to my coun- 
try, and for the benefit of Europe in general, a great and glorious 
Victory. . . . For myself, 1 commit my life to Him who made 
me, and may his blessing light upon my endeavors for serving 
my country faithfully.” The fleets were drawing nearer and 
nearer. Another signal was run up upon the Victory, ‘England 
expects every man will do his duty.” When Collingwood saw 
the flutter he remarked testily, *‘I wish Nelson would stop sig- 
naling, as we all know well enough what we have to do,” but 
when the message was reported to him cheers broke out from 
the ships in his line. 

A deathly silence fell upon the fleet as the ships drew nearer. 
Each captain marked down his adversary, and within a few min- 
utes the two English columns thundered into action. The roar 
of broadsides, the crashing of masts, the rattle of musketry at 
pointblank range rent the air. The Victory smashed through 
between Villenueve’s flagship, the Bucentaure, and the Redout- 
able. The three ships remained locked together, raking each 
other with broadsides. 

Nelson was pacing as if on parade on his quarterdeck when 
a. 1.15 p.m. he was shot from the masthead of the Redoutable 
by a bullet in the shoulder. His backbone was broken, and he 
was carried below amid the thunder of the Victory’s guns. The 
battle was still raging. By the afternoon of October 21, 1805, 
eighteen of the enemy ships had surrendered and the remainder 
were in full retreat. Eleven entered Cadiz, but four more were 
captured off the coast of Spain. In the log of the Victory occurs 
the passage, ‘*Partial firing continued until 4.30, when a victory 
having been reported to the Right Hon. Lord Viscount Nelson, 
K.B. and Commander in Chief, he then died of his wound.”

The victory was complete and final. The British Fleet, under 
her most superb commander, like him had done its duty. 


THE DUKE OF WELLINGTON 


BALKED BY NELSON, Napoleon gave up his plan 
to invade England and solidified his control of the 
Continent. England had only a single army in Eu- 
rope, a force in the Spanish Peninsula under Arthur 
Wellesley, the future Duke of Wellington. For five 
painful years Wellington conducted a skillful war, 
never winning total victory but putting a constant 
drain on Napoleon’s resources. After Napoleon’s dis- 
astrous march on Russia in 1812, Wellington pushed 
his army across the Pyrenees and, with allied armies 
from the East, entered Paris. 
Forced to abdicate in 1814, Napoleon retreated to 
Elba for a year, but when the victorious allies failed 
_to reach agreement at the Congress of Vienna, Na- 
poleon seized his chance and in the spring of 1815 
returned to France for his famous twilight of the 
Hundred Days. The British quickly gathered an army 
in Belgium and gave the command to Wellington. 


S the summer drew near, Wellington assembled a mixed 
force of eighty-three thousand men, of whom about a third 
were British. He bluntly cursed, as was his habit, the quality of 
his untried troops, while bending all his endeavors to train and 
transform them. The main support for his new adventure must 
be the Prussian general, Marshal Bliicher. The Prussians had a 
force of a hundred and thirteen thousand men, but nearly half 
of them were untrained militia. They lay in Eastern Belgium, 

Napoleon could not afford to waste a day. Nor did he do so. 
His two main enemies, Wellington and Bliicher, stood on his 
northeastern frontier within a few days’ march of his capital. 
He must strike immediately at his gathering foes. 

Assembling a sufficient army threw a heavy strain upon ex- 
hausted France. Five corps of about a hundred and twenty-five 
thousand men were organized on the frontier fortress line. The 
protection afforded by these fortresses gave Napoleon the im- 
petus in the opening phases of the campaign. Wellington was 
obliged to canton his troops upon a possible defense line of forty 
miles and to guard against a French stroke at the point of junc- 
tion between the British and Prussian armies. 

During the early days of June tension was heightening. It 
was plain, or at least predictable, that Napoleon would attempt 
to rout Wellington’s and Bliicher’s armies separately and piece- 
meal. But where would he land his first blow? Wellington waited 
patiently in Brussels for a sign of the Emperor’s intention. He 
and his great opponent were to cross swords for the first time. 

Wellington resolved to concentrate on the strategic point of 
Quatre Bras. In the early hours of the morning of June 16 he 
sent Picton’s brigade down the Brussels road to join the Dutch 
troops already covering this dangerous ground lying open be- 
tween the British and Prussian array. 

For the French everything depended upon beating the Prus- 
sians before forcing Wellington northwestwards to the coast. 
Napoleon had in mind the vision of a shattered British army 
grimly awaiting transports for home in the Flemish ports. Leay- 
ing Marshal Ney with the French left, the Emperor swung with 
sixty-three thousand men and ninety-two guns to meet the 
main Prussian army, centered in Ligny. But the tardiness and 
sureness of Wellington’s movements deceived him. Realizing 
that so far only a small force held the position at Quatre Bras, 
Napoleon ordered Ney to attack, and then meet him that 
evening in Brussels. 

At two o’clock in the afternoon-of June 16 the French went 
into action on a two-mile front. Wellington himself arrived to 
take command with a force of seven thousand men and sixteen 
guns. The brunt of the battle fell upon Picton’s leading bri- 
gade. After having marched for twelve hours from Brussels, these

‘THREE-DAY ACTION ON THE BATTLE OF WATERLOO 


On June 16 (left) French launched two-pronged attack, Ney attacked 
Wellington, who held him at Quatre Bras. Napoleon defeated Bliicher 
at Ligny, forcing him to retreat to Wavre. On June 17 (center) Wel- 
lington, pursued by Ney and Napoleon, withdrew to Waterloo, while 
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Peninsular veterans steadily pressed on, In vain the French cavalry 
swirled round them while the Allied Dutch and Belgian infantry 
were edged from the field. There was little tactical maneuver in the 
fierce struggle which swayed backwards and forwards on that June 
afternoon at the crossroads on the way to Brussels. It was a head- 
on collision in which generalship played no part, though leader- 
ship did. Wellington was always at his coolest in the hottest of 
moments. In this battle of private soldiers, the firepower of the 
British infantry prevailed. Out of thirty thousand men engaged by 
nightfall on their side the Allies lost four thousand six hundred; 
the French somewhat less. But Ney had not gained his objective. 
Brussels was not in his grasp. 

At Ligny however Napoleon won a striking success. Marshal Blii- 
cher was outgeneraled, his army split in two, battered by the magnifi- 
cent French artillery, and driven back. Liaison between the Allied 
armies broke down. Wellington had no immediate information of 
the outcome at Ligny, nor of the subsequent movements of the 
Prussians. He had held the French left at Quatre Bras, but their 
victory to the east enabled them to concentrate their strength 
against him and the Brussels road. Wellington’s main body had 
gathered around the village of Quatre Bras by the time that he 
learnt of the Prussian defeat. Napoleon decided in the small hours 
of the 17th to send Marshal Grouchy with thirty-three thousand 
men to pursue the Prussians while he flung his main weight against 
Wellington. The crisis of the campaign was at hand. 

There seems no doubt that in the opening days Wellington had 
been surprised. As he confessed at the time, Napoleon’s movements 
had “*humbugged™ him. Years later, when he read French accounts 
of Quatre Bras, he declared with his habitual frankness, **Damn 
them, I beat them, and if I was surprised, if I did place myself in so 
foolish a position, they were the greater fools for not knowing how 
to take advantage of my faults.” Immediately after the battle his 
methodical mind was in full command of the situation. His plan 
was to fall back upon a prepared position at Mont St. Jean, There 
he would accept battle, and all he asked from the Prussians was the 
support of one corps. 

Wellington himself had inspected this Belgian countryside in 
1814. He had noted the advantages of the ridge at Waterloo. 
Throughout the night of the 16th and 17th a carefully screened re- 
treat began, and by morning the Waterloo position was occupied. 
Upon the French must be forced the onus of a frontal attack. A 
line of fortified farms and rolling slopes made up the Allied front, 
held by sixty-three thousand men and a hundred and fifty-six guns. 
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French Marshal Grouchy moved against Bliicher, who got Prussian 
reinforcements just in time. On final day (right) Prussians held Grouchy, 
enabling Bliicher to aid Wellington at main battle site of Waterloo. 
After defeat Napolcon fled, chased towards Paris by Bliicher’s Prussians. 


Napoleon, furious to hear of Wellington’s skillful withdrawal, 
pounded in his carriage down the Brussels road with his advance 
guard in a desperate attempt to entrap the British rear. A violent 
storm slowed up progress, The English cavalry galloped for safety 
through the thunder and torrential rain, An angry scene took place 
upon the meeting of Napoleon and Ney, who was greeted with 
the words from the Emperor, **You have ruined France!” As Na- 
poleon reached the ridge of Waterloo and saw the British already 
in their positions he realized how complete had been their escape. 

Late in the morning of the 18th of June the French first attacked 
both flanks of the Allied position, of which the key points were the 
fortified chateau of Hougoumont on the right and the farm of La 
Haye Sainte in the middle. Napoleon promised his staff they would 
sleep that night in Brussels. And to Marshal Soult, who raised some 
demur, he said, ‘You think Wellington a great general because he 
beat you. I tell you this will be a picnic.” Seventy thousand French 
troops and two hundred and twenty-four guns were concentrated 
for the decisive assault. Fierce cannonades were launched upon 
the Allied posts. 

The battle swayed backwards and forwards upon the grass slopes, 
and intense fighting centered in the farm of La Haye Sainte, which 
eventually fell to the French. At Hougoumont, which held out all 
day, the fighting was heavier still. In the early afternoon one of the 
most terrific artillery barrages of the time was launched upon 
Wellington’s infantry as preparation for the major cavalry advance 
of fifteen thousand troopers under Ney. Under the hail of the 
French guns Wellington moved his infantry farther back over the 
ridge of Waterloo to give them a little more shelter. On seeing 
this Ney launched his squadrons in a series of attacks. Everything 
now depended upon the British muskets and bayonets. Anxiously 
Wellington looked eastwards for a sign of the Prussians. They were 
on their way, for Bliicher was keeping faith. But the French cuiras- 
siers were upon the Duke. They never reached the infantry squares. 

As one eyewitness wrote: **As to the so-called charges, I do.not 
think that on a single occasion actual collision occurred. I many 
times saw the cuirassiers come on with boldness to within some 
twenty or thirty yards of a square, when, seeing the steady firmness 
of our men, they invariably edged away and retired. Sometimes they 
would halt and gaze at the triple row of bayonets, when two or 
three brave officers would advance and strive to urge the attack, 
raising their helmets aloft on their sabers; but all in vain, as no 
efforts could make the men close with the terrible bayonets and 
meet certain destruction.” 

No visible decision was achieved. Napoleon, looking through 
his glasses at the awful mé/ée, exclaimed, “Will the English never

”” Wellington too had much to disturb him. Although 
ns had been distantly sighted upon the roads in the 
early afternoon, they were slow in making their presence felt 
upon the French right. But by six o’clock in the evening Ney’s 
onslaughts had failed and the Prussians were beating relentlessly 
upon the wing. They drew off fourteen thousand men from the 
forces assailing Wellington. 

The French made a final effort, and desperate fighting with no 
quarter raged again. The Imperial Guard itself, with Ney at 
its head, rolled up the hill, but again the fury of British in- 
fantry fire held them. The long-awaited moment to counterat- 
tack had come. Wellington had been in the forefront of danger 
all day. On his chestnut, Copenhagen, he had galloped every- 
where, issuing brusque orders, gruffly encouraging his men. Now 
he rode along his much-battered line and ordered the advance. 
“Go on, go on!” he shouted. “They will not stand!” His cav- 
alry swept from the ridge and sabered the French army into a 
disorganized mass of stragglers. Ney, beside himself with rage, 
a broken sword in his hand, staggered shouting in vain from 
one band to another. It was too late. Wellington handed over 
the pursuit to the Prussians. In agony of soul Napoleon followed 
the road back to Paris. 

Late that night Bliicher and Wellington met and embraced. 
“Mein lieber Kamerad,” said the old German Field-Marshal, 
who knew not a word of English, ‘‘quelle affaire!” which was 
about all the French he could command. This brief greeting was 
greatly to Wellington's laconic taste. It was a story he delighted 
to repeat in later years. 

The Duke rode back to Brussels. The day had been almost 
too much even for a man of iron. The whole responsibility had 
fallen on him. Only the power and example of his personality 
had kept his motley force together. The strain had been barely 
tolerable. ‘By God!” as he justly said, “I don’t think it would 
have been done if I had not been there.” As he took tea and toast 
and had the casualty lists read to him he broke down and wept.

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SCHRIEVER continues 


‘The most important job 
in the U.S. today’ 


HE “weapon most likely not to be used” that Air Force Major Gen- 

eral Bernard Schriever is talking about is the intercontinental ballistic 
missile (ICBM), a rocket-launched projectile that will carry a thermonu- 
clear bomb 5,500 miles through outer space to enemy targets. “It is the ideal 
deterrent,” says Schriever, who sees it as so formidable a weapon that no 
nation would dare start a war and risk a counterattack by the missiles. 

Schriever’s job of developing an operational ICBM before the Russians 
do has been called the “‘most important in the U.S.” His multibillion 
dollar project, along with other services’ missile programs, already dwarfs 
the gigantic A-bomb Manhattan Project of World War II. His working 
force (now 70,000) increased tenfold in the past year, and in spite of 
Schriever’s public insistence that “guided missiles are in their infancy,” 
it was U.S. missile thinking that motivated Britain's recent drastic defense 
cutbacks. 

German-born, Texas-bred Benny Schriever, now 46, was made for 
the job he has held since 1954. A graduate engineer, soft-spoken and 
scholarly but fiercely competitive, he grew up in the Air Corps, piloted a 
B-17 in World War II and matured in the high echelons of postwar Penta- 
gon planning. Today he lives in constant awareness of the gravity of his 
job. “In the final analysis,” he readily admits, ‘I’m the guy that’s respon- 
sible if the program fails. But I can’t stop long enough to be frightened.””

Perhaps the most striking fact turned up in studies of mid-air 
collisions is that most of them occur in good weather.

company radio began calling Pilot Shirley. Unable to raise him, 
United asked other airlines for some word and found that TWA 
couldn't raise its Flight 2 either. Fifty-odd minutes passed with 
everyone calling everyone. Before 1 o'clock the general alert went 
out and the search was on. 

Not far from Painted Desert, Pilot Palen Hudgin had spent 
a busy morning carrying tourists in his small plane, at $15 a trip, 
over the awesome gorge 

“At 12:15 p.m.,” he later testified, 
inside the canyon and thought little about it. 
evening I heard over the radio that two planes were miss 
went back just before dark and flew over the smoke again and saw 
a wreck. Next morning with my brother I went at 5:30 a.m. and 
saw and identified both wrecks. . . .” 

By breakfast time on Sunday, July 1, the day after the crash, 
eight different organizations—the airlines, government agencies, 
the pilots’ group and others—had rushed men to the Grand Can: 
yon airport to begin the perilous post-mortem. Among the first to 
reach the crash scene were CAB investigators, putting into mo- 
tion the first phases of the months-long study intended to make 
clear what had happened and, if possible, to prevent anything like 
it from ever happening again. 

Helicopters and experienced mountaineers (including a hastily 
imported group of Swiss) made the difficult descent into the can- 
yon. They recovered not only the bodies of the victims but also 

jieces of bashed and twisted metal that might contain clues to the 

crash. The pieces were tagged and shipped to Washington. At CAB 
headquarters scientists and accident sleuths began a long, exhaus- 
tive laboratory study. As the battered pieces of metal arrived, “in- 
flight impact damage” was carefully separated from “ground im- 
pact damage.” Structural metal was checked for flaws, smears of 
paint and friction-scorched rubber were examined closely. Each 
cut and dent was carefully measured and all were later mapped 
in black adhesive tape on planes of identical make. 

Ina tireless search for possible witnesses the investigators vain- 
ly canvassed tourists, motorists, forest lookouts and park rangers. 
They probed 20 miles into the Navajo reservation to talk with 
Yazzie Grey Eyes, an Indian girl who had noticed two black smoke 
columns rising from the canyon that summer noon. But Yazzie had 
seen nothing else. Neither had a surveyor in a 100-foot tree, nor a 
man working in his yard in Tuba City, nor any of the vacationers 
drifting along the highways or staring at the scenery around Br 
Angel ‘Lodge. 

Officials were about convinced that not a single genuine eyewit- 
ness existed when in January—seven months after the tragedy 
—a reluctant Californian named Frederick Riley wrote in to say he 
had seen it all, and would testify. Examiners hurried out to inter- 
view him.

The CAA has already launched a major airways improvement 
project of its own, which is expected to cost $810. million in 
the next six years. 

These and other proposals which may help prevent aerial col- 
lisions fall into three broad categories: 

1. Improvep TRAFFIC conTROL. The most effective method of 
keeping airplanes away from one another, most air traffic experts 
agree, is by “positive separation” —that is, by giving each plane 
its own segment of air and forbidding all others to fly there. To 
jeve this, some limitation probably will be placed on the future 
use of the ‘1,000 on top” procedure. In addition, ATC is greatly 
expanding its control of airspace. By autumn it is also expected that 
all flights above 24,000 feet will be governed by strict CAA regu- 
lations instead of enjoying the dangerous freedom that now exis 
at all altitudes off airways. Already “the airlines have jointly agreed 
to fly on Instrument Flight Rules (I.F.R.) when above 18,000 
feet—which means that each airplane going above that height (as 
most long-distance commercial flights do) will stick to an assigned 
altitude and course. Some pilots, fearful of mid-air collision, have 
been filing I.F.R. flight plans regularly, entirely on their own. 
The superairway proposal offered by Special Presidential Aide 
Curtis would provide, in effect, for continuous LF.R. for fast 
commercial airliners on heavily traveled routes. 

To provide additional traffic control the CAA recently ordered 
long-range radar systems to help watch aircraft over large cities 
and in other areas where congestion is great. The agency also 
plans to use air traffic infermation provided by suitably located 
military radar installations. ‘ 

2. ECTRONIC DEVICES. To many of those involved with the 
collision problem, pilots particularly, the greatest present need is 
for an instrument which would warn a pilot of approaching plane 
One firm, Collins Radio Co., has been working on a proximity warn- 
ing indicator intended not only to detect oncoming aircraft but 
also to adjust a plane’s flight path automatically to avoid collision. 
So far it has been impossible to make the device light enough 
to be practical. Collins is still working on it. Meanwhile other 
companies are concentrating on a simpler device which would 
merely alert the pilot to the “da er of collision and then let him 
take his own corrective action, 

3. IMproven vistBitiry FoR PiLots. Both of the major jet airlines 
under development in this country, the Boeing 7 
las DC-8, provide somewhat better cockpit visibility. But impr 
ing the cockpit will not solve what the CAA has described as the 
t pressing problem of visibility: the fact that a pilot has vast 
blind spots behind and below him—both of which could con- 
ivably have been factors in the Grand Canyon tragedy (see draw. 
ing below). Nor will it make it any easier for a pilot to see a plane 
which is camouflaged by ground color or hidden by high-altitude 


sunglare, Various measures have been suggested to make aircraft 
more conspicuous in the air. Among the more promising are 


extra-bright lights which would be kept flashing in the daytime and 
fluorescent paints to catch the eyes of other pilots. 

Since the precise causes of the Grand Canyon crash will always 
be obscure, no one can say for certain whether a better system of 
safety measures might have prevented it. Until such measures 
become effective, pilots will have to rely on themselves and on a bit 
of anticollision advice once offered them by the Flight Safety 
Foundation: "Keep an unrelenting watch—and if you should pause 
to offer humble prayer for guidance, do so with your eyes open.
